INDIAN APPROPRIATION BILL, 

Mr. WINDOM called up the “Indian Appropri- 
ation bill, and gave notice that as soon as it was 
disposed of he would call up the resolutions re- 
ported from the Select Committee on Trans- 
portation gene for new surveys for project- 
ed lines of interior water communications. He 
then explained the items of the Indian Appropri- 
ation bill, and said as it came from the Com- 
mittee on Appropriation, it called for $5,570,705, 
which was an increase over the bill, aa it came 
from the House, of $504,943 ; the increase being 
made up principally of the following items: 
For the Apaches, $250,000; the Arapahoes and 
oe Soap $50,000 ; the Crows, $50,000; for 
incidental Indian expenses in California, $40,- 
000, and $25,000 for incidental expenses in 
Arizona. The report- 
ed, appropriates . less than 
the revised estimates of the department. In 
1878 the total amount of Indian appropriations, 
including deficiencies, was 87,021.17 Nand for 
the financial year ending June 30, 74, $6, 62. 

INFORMATION WANTED. 

Mr. WRIGHT introduced resolutions instruct- 
ing the Committee on Transportation to inquire 
whether any legislation is required to regulate 
commerce passing from one.

streets, which was occupied Sunday by the boot 
and shoe house of M. D. Wells & Co., is to-day 
& sceve of ruin and desolation, The structure, 
five stories high, of great capacity and elaborate 
finish, was yesterday morning the seene of 2 
conflagration that will entail extensive loss in its 
effects, and ereate a temporary break in the sym- 
metry of the beautiful line of blocks included in 
that square, 

IT WAS ABOUT DAYBREAK 
when an officer distinctly perceived jets of bine 
smoke, which, escaping from the crevices of a 
window on the fourth floor, were carried upward 
by the fresh morning breeze, Suspecting a fire, 
he turned in the alarm from Box No. 16,at twenty 
minutes past 4 o’clock, which brought Marshal 
Benner and Engine Company No, 1 to the locality 
instantly, The Marshal, comprehending at a 
glance that the fate of the building was sealed 
in the absence of the entire Department, 
sounded 4 . 

A SECOND ATAnx, 

whieh admonished the farca under his com- 
mand that their hour of repose had expired, and 
their services were in urgent demand. Engine 
No, 1 took up its station opposite a plug across 
tha street, and began the hopeless task of aiding 
ma subjugation of the common enemy. The 
heat was most intense, and those in the vicinity 
state that it was almost unendurable. This en- 
gine was in consequence obliged to change ite 
vase, and in doing this engineer John Crane met 
with a serious accident, harrowly escaping the 
loss of his arm, which was caught between the 
wheel and a support attached to the machine, 
mangling it in a pitiful: manner.

through two lines of hose aud an inch anda 
half nozzle, on to the seething mass of fi 
combustibles. In addition to this, a section of 
hose was borne by willing hauds up through the 
narrow flight of stairs leading from tl street 
to the summit of the building adjoining, occu- 
— by Banks, Peckham & Co., and Thomas 

‘eary & sons, and the enemy met on the east. 

A narrow alley,on the other side of which were 
several frame buildings, beyond which there was 
avacant lot, bounded the scene on the north, 
and here innumerable lengths of hose swollen 
with their contents, were mingled together, and 
directed to the points where the fire was raging. 
On Market and Madison streets every precaution 
was taken to prevent the spread of the flames, 
and, though a moderate breeze wafted the burn- 
ing binders in every direction, the efforts made 
were crowned with success. 

AT ABOUT 5 o’CLOCK, 
the upper floor supports having been burned 
out, these came down with a tremendous crash, 
scattering a myriad of sparks in every direction, 
forcing the bright red es to manifest them- 
selves, and affording aspectacle that was as 
magnificent as it was destructive. ‘The streets 
presented a panorama of . eager spectators. 
The roofs of houses in the viciaity 
were thronged by those intent on 
preserving them from becoming a prey 
to the fire and also by eager lookers on. The 
windows of the Central Hotel were closed by the 
room-occupants, who were fascinated by the ter- 
ribie scenes before them. The sailors on the 
vessels in the stream were on the alert lest in an 
unguarded moment their crafis should become 
ignited by astray falling spark and leave them 
without habitations. The City of Erie got her 
hose and used it for sometime. The bridge- 
keepers were kept consiantly busy in protectin 
these pathways across the 1 „ river, an 
notwithstanding their efforts the Adams street 
bridge is reported to have caught fire, aad only 
escaped destruction by the vigilance of the em- 
ployes.

If President Grant has one faculty more acute 
than another, it is that of discovering obscure 
men and thrusting greatness upon them.

CURRENCY AND THE CONVENTIONS. 

Every plan for settling the currency question 
having been voted down or vetoed, it is not 
probable that anything will be done by the pres- 
ent Congress. The first session of the Forty-third 
Congress will adjourn, leaving the greatest ques- 
tion before the country, and the most important 
one that can engage the public attention as a 
people,—one on the right determination of 
which depends, more or less, the fortune of 
every individual, the credit of the country at 
home and abroad, perhaps the stability of the 
Governments,—just where it was found. Yet it 
cannot be said that the contest in Congress has 
been without effect. Nor has the discussion 
of the matter by the press of the 
country been lost. The public’ have become 
convinced that the question is an all-important 
one, and that it must have an early solution. 
The debate has spread among them, too, some 
knowledge of the scientific principles in accord- 
ance with which the question must be solved. 
And, now that thé present Congress has failed to 
give any settlement to the currency question, 
the people will see to it that the next one shall. 
The failure of Congress to dispose of the prob- 
lem shifts it to the shoulders of the people. 
Undecided in the Senate and the House, it will 
be decided at the polls this fall. This is a fact 
which the political conventions to meet soon 
would do well to bear in mind. There are seven- 
teen State Conventions announced already to 
meet between June 10 and Aug. 26. These, 
as well as the conventions which are to succeed 
them, should introduce into their platforms reso- | 
lutions showing where they stand on the currency 
question. Thecourse of Congress on the Finance 
bill makes this a necessity. Meet the question 
the conventions must. Shirk it they cannot. It 
is the question of the day. The people demand 
that they shall take cognizance of it. It is the 
question on which the elections in the 
fall should be made to turn. Candidates 
should pledge themselves to one side or 
\ the other on this all-important problem. The 
candidate for election or re-election to Congr ess 
who is non-committal on the Currency bill and 
the President's veto, or on the course he will 
advocate himself, whether as Senator or Repre- 
sentative, when the question comes up again, 
should be branded as 4 coward, a trickster, and 
& pettifogger. The people will and should in- 
sist on catechising Congressional candi- 
dates on a subject of so much impor- 
tance to the whole country. What the 
people will demand we have little doubt of. Not 
ap argument can be advanced in favor of more 
ipconvertible paper. Time and facts have taken 
the bottom out of all the arguments of the in- 
flationists. It was argued that more money was 
needed to cure the crisis, to make money easy, 
and to move the crops. There has been no 
more currency issued, yet the crops were moved, 
the panic is ended, and money is easy. Thus 
facts as wellas the President have vetoed in- 
fiation; and the people understand the logic of 
facts. If the conventions will undérstand them 
as well as the people they will need no further 
advice as to their course in reference to the 
financial question. |

The theological controversies now raging in 
the world with such profuseness and _ bitterness 
are having a bad effect outside of religious circles. 
When men behold the children of light warring 


naughty names, it engenders the same propen- 
sity inthem, and straightway they go at it, tooth 
and nail, with the full sanction of ecciesiastical 
When 
Pope and Emperor, bishop and curate, professor 


sect against sect, school against school, and even 
individual against individual, why should not the 
sons of earth, with their inferior light, gradually 
grow bot and take fire? Why should not the 
theological dissensions sow their seeds among 
the worldly and bear abundant fruit, since the 
latter are not restrained by grace or faith? 

Thus it has happened that the Prairie Farmer 
and the Industriaé Age, both published in this 
city, and neither of them religious, are now at 
each other with hammer and tongs. The oon- 
test is a peculiarly sad one, because neither of 
these papers has any reason to lose their tem- 
Their surroundings are peculiarly quict 
and calm, tending to a pacific and serene ex- 
istence. They have nothing to do with theolog- 
ical warfare. They do not print sermons. It is 


not necessary for them to plunge into politics, 


to conduct aggravating campaigns, or acidify un- 
der disastrous reverses. None of the elements 
of contention in society need enter their 
quiet retreats. The Prairie Farmer is 
an agricultural paper, chronicling the results 
of the corn-field and the cabbage-gar- 
den, aiding the farmer to care intelligently 
for his cows and pigs, teaching the farmer’s wife 
how to improve her butter and cheese and 
mauvuage setting hens, and furnishing the farmer’s 
boys and girls with conundrums calculated to 
make them grow up wise and laborious and 
honest men and women. The Industrial Age ie 
the weekly visitor to the fireside of the mechanic 
and the artisan. It should come to that fireside 
peacefully, soberly, and quietly, and talk to the 
farmer of the intrigues of the middleman and 
the vices of the bloated capitalist and the 
tyranny of the common carrier. And yet, not- 
withstanding their peaceful surroundings, these 
two papers are heaving pitchforks and patent 
reapers at each other with a perfect looseness. 
The Prairie Farmer charges that the 
Age is working in the interests of the 
McCormicks with the view of compelling 
the farmers to purchase their machinery, and of 
driving the implements of other manufacturers 
out of the market; and to prove it, publishes a 
letter, whith it obtained in some mysterious 
manner, from the editor of the Age to one. of 
his former associates, requesting him to look 
after the interests of the McCormicks at the 
The 
Age charges the editors of the Prairie Farmer 
with forming a ring and getting themselves ap- 
pointed by the Executive Committee of the 
State Grange as purchasing agents for the 
Granges and aTcommission men to market the 
products of the Grange farmers,—a business 
which would be worth to the ring about $100,000 
a year! 

This is a sad state of things. Both these pa- 
pers are ostensibly published in the interests of 
the farmers. Their purpose ostensibly is to pro- 
tect the farmers from monopolies, to enlarge 
their profits by rescuing them from the cupidity 
of soulless corporations, and to remove the ob- 
stacles standing in the way of the farmers’ suc- 
cess. And yet, if we may believe the Prairie 
Farmer, the Age is engaged .in the operation of 
enslaving the farmers to a great manufacturer— 
of binding them hand and foot, and consigning 
them to the tender mercies of the McCormicks. 
If we may believe the Age, the Prairie Farmer 
is part and parcel of a fiendish ring seeking to 
control everything the farmer has to buy aod 
sell, and pocketing his hard-earned wages at the 
rate of $100,000 per annum. Between the two, the 
horny-handed farmer, if he believes what they 
say of each other, may well cry out in despair to 
be saved from hie friends. The only resource 
left for him is to demand that the one paper 
shall go back to its pigs and cabbages, and that 
the other shall attend to its bloated capitalists 
and rascally railroads, and, if they refuse, then 
to part company with his false friends, and have 
nothing more to do with manufacturers’ runners 
or agricultural purchasing agents.

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FEMININE PHYSICIANS. 


University of Edinburgh was besieged by women. 
The siege bas lasted ever since. Miss Jex- 
Blake has led the attacking forces. In 1869, the 
University Court authorized the instruction bf 
women in separate classes, and issued ruies for 
their examination. Many applied, among them 
Miss Jex-Blake. Some were rejected, among 
them Miss Jex-Blake. The successful candidates 
never received an hour’s instruction. The pro- 
fessors declined to hold the extra lectures. The 
women appealed to the courts. The courts de- 
cided in their favor, and then reversed the 
decree. The question is still in litigation: A 
bill is mow, before Parliament which makes it 
legal (but not at all obligatory) for all the Scotch 
universities to admit women. This mild measure 
has excited the liveliest opposition. Petitions 
pro and con have heaped the table of the House 
of Commons, and speeches without number 


galleries. Edinburgh University has petitioned 
against the bill; St. Andrews for it. 
While this question has been exciting popular 
interest, the Convocation ‘of the University of 
London has surprised everybody by voting in 
favor of the admission of women to all the 
classes there. The Convocation consists of all 
graduates who pay a certain fee. Its dedisions 
have great weight with the real governing body, 
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eur, by appointments made alternately by the 
Convocation and the Crown.: Mr. Lowe, who 
represents the University in Parliament, is in 
favor of the admission of women. His influence 
is expected to carry the Senate. If so, English 
women who wish to study medicine will have 
great advantages for doing so. The medical de- 
gree of tile University of London, which is to 
be won only by hard work, admits its possessor 
to the London hospitals and secures him (and 
will, let us hope, secure her) various aids, pecu- 
niary and otherwise, in the pursuit of the pro- 
fession. 

We rejoice in all these steps towards the disre- 
gard, where they can perfectly well be disre- 
garded, of the distinctions. of sex. The medical 
profession is an especially fit one for women to 
pursue. The softer sex is also the sick sex. It 
naturally desires feminine physicians, but yet 
dreads their alleged lack of training. The dread 
has now, perhaps, some foundation. It ought 
not to have, would not have, did we not shut the 
doors of our medical schools to the very persons 
who should be most eagerly asked to enter them. 
It is not well that England should surpass 
America in granting to woman her most unde- 
niable right,—an educatioa, be it medical or 
otherwise.

. TREMBLING THIEVES. 
The South Carolina sky is a bit brighter. They 
have begun to indict and actually convict official 
thieves down there. The first culprit caught was 
H. A. Smith, Treasurer of Fairfield County. He 
was arrested, March 30, on tho charge of being 
a defaulter for $18,000. In May, a Grand Jury 
indicted him for neglect of duty and misappro- 
priation of public funds. He pleaded guilty to the 
first count, and was séntenced to a year's im- 
prisonment and a fine of $2,000. On May 18, 
Humbert, Treasurer of Orangeburg County, and 
Gov. Moses were jointly indicted for breach of 
trust and larceny. Unfortunately; both rascals 
have escaped punishment. The former turned 
State’s evidence, and the latter has had bis trial 
postponed. Three days afterwards, Messrs. Rob- 
inson, Clay, and Cave, Commissioners of Barn- 
well County, were arrested and clapped into jail 
for stealing the public funds. They are now 
in the Penitentiary, condemned to several years 
in durance vile. Two days after their arrest, 
Ellison, Treasurer of Abbeville County, was 
caged for embezzlement. On the same day, the 
Commissioners of Abbeville County joined the 
Treasurer thereof in jail. His and their trials 
are yet to come. The Charleston News and 
Courier sums up the month’s work in this sug- 
gestive table:

Who Died with Their Boots Oa. 
From the Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche. 

The deed of blood which occurred last Thurs- 
day afternoon at Harkierodes Landing, Ark., 
thirty miles below this city, resulting in the death 
of Henry Burgett, the third member of the same 
famtly to fall a victim to gunpowder, is described 
by numerous ns who witn it as one of 
the most exciting duel combats within their 
‘knowledge. 

It appears that the slain victim of the terrific 
contest left thig city early on the morning of 
Thursday last in a skiff, armed to the teeth, and 
was evidently fully intefit upon battling to the 
death with the very person whoslew him. ‘He 
was accompanied on his trip by a son—a lad of 
about 12 years, The skiff was well stored with 
provisions, as if fitted out for a long journey, 
and he bad $103 in money with him. On the way 
down he shot a wild turkey, as if to practice as a 
marksman, and knowing perhaps that the man 
he sought was expected to come up during the 
afternoon as a passenger on the steamer Phil 
Allin, he evidently hastened his small ‘craft down 
the rapid current to the scene of battle. 

Arriving. at the place, he found Jesse Grider, 
the object of his hatred, standing on the brow of 
the river bank awaiting the lafiding of the Allin, 
which vessel at that very moment had arrived on 
her trip from below towards this city. Grider 
had doubtless the approach of Burgett 
with his skiff, as he had scarcely leaped to the 
shorefwith gun in hand, at a take aim position,

gett, not, however, until the latter had taken 
from his person a derringer, evidently forgotten 


in the excitement, and fired up the bank at 


Grider as a parting salute, saying before he shot 
that his ammunition was exhausted and he could 
fight no more. 

The mortally wounded man sank in the soft 
mud by the water’s brink, holding on to the 
edge of the skiff with one hand, and as he did 
80 his eyes turned toward the Captain of the 
steamer Phil Allen, still lying close by, and he 
said: Capt. Lee, the d—d scoundrel has killed 
me, I don’t like to die with my boots on, nor by 
the hands of such a rascal. Please cut my boots 
off and take me to Memphis. Don't forget to 
protect my bdy.” 

Repeating his request, the crew of the steamer 
went out and carried the dying nian on to the 
lower guards of the boat, where an hour later 
he breathed his last, saying before the final 
close of his lips that he had been a very bad 
man, but still he disliked to die by the hand of 
such a Villain. 

The father of the Burgetts—three out of four 
brotbers of whom have fallen victims to leaden 
bullets—settled 30 miles below this city some 
fifty vears ago and married a yeung lady named 
Harklerodes, against the wish of her parents. 
Soon after marriage he set in as a wood-chopper, 
the young lady serving as a laborer to help carry 
and pile wood on the bank of the river for sale to 
passing boats. Such industry was soon rewarded, 
aud Burgett purchased a wagon and team to ease 
and advance his labors. Ere long he entered 
large tracts of wild lands, became a thrifty 
plauter, bought slaves, and acquired wealth. 

Four boys,—John, Peter, Isaac, and Henry,— 
with two giris, were the issue of the original 
Burgett-Harkierodes connybial alliance. The 
boys grew up, wild and reckless, fond of hunt- 
ing, racitig, and sporty common to newly-settled 
countries. When the old folks dropped off the 
boys were as boisterous and unruly a set as 
could be found in a day’s travel. 

Henry Burgett administered on the parental 
estate, and at one time had possession of over 
$40,000 of money belonging to it, all of which he 
squandered at the gaming table inside of a sin- 
gle week. Large sums went in the same way at 
subsequont periods until much of the parents’ 
wealth was frittered away. The two visters mar- 
ried, and both died some years ago. One was the 
wife of Jesse Grider, who, for a year or more 
after he became a widower, served as a traveling 
agent for a mercantile house in St. Louis. He 


had a brother named John, who remained in the 


Burgett neighborhood. Some twelve months 
ago, Isaac Burgett met death accidentally from 
his own hands. While in an inebriated state, he 
threw a pistol carelssly on the floor of his house; 
it went off, and emptied the leaden contents in 
bis body, trom the effects of which he died a few 
months later. , . 
About six moths ago Peter Burgett was killed 
while riding in compf&vy wich a Maj. Godbey 
near his farm. A young man named Smith was 
charged with the deed. Smith was a nephew of 
Jesse Grider, and the latter hearing of the trou 
ble went to the vicinity and used his means and 
influence to clear his nephew of the charge. 
While engaged in this service, Col. Grider, who 
gained distinction during the War as a soldier on 
the Southern side, became enamored of the 
widow of deceased Ike, and a matrimonial con- 
tract resulted, the perfectiou of which doubtless 
enraged Henry, he having himself evidently en- 
tertained a desire to win the place that Grider 
held. 
The trio whose tragic ending is above recorded 


have long been a terror to the people of their 


neighborhood as well as to travelers on steamers 
going up and down the river, in which they hap- 
pened to be passengers. Peaceably inclined per- 
sons have often taken other boats at our landing 
in preference to traveling on vessels where these 
violent aud boisterous men happened to be, and 
numerous Darrow escapes are related of brawls, 
quarrels, and contests in which they were at va- 
rious times engaged. 

About six years ago Henry Burgett, whose 
tr@gic end is here recorded, had a hostile meet- 
ing with John Grider, a brother of Jesse, and 
since dead. Burgett secreted himself in a cane- 
brake, fired upon the wounded Grider, when the 
latter, after being badly hurt, emptied a load of 
buckshot into the body of the latter. After bo- 
ing shot, Burgétt boarded the steamer Natoma 
to come to this city for treatment, when, 
upon opening bis garments to examine the, 
wounds, half a dozen or more of buckshot felf 
from the inside of his elotbes. When the dead 
man's body was laid out for interment here yes- 
terday, the marks of the holes made by this shot 
were plainly visible. 

Stories are told of bloody deeds perpetrated 

on innocent victims of the wrath of these vio- 
lent men. and it is rumored that not less than 
four colored men were called upon and shot in 
regular order in front of Burgett’s house, a few 
years back, an accomplice tying a rope around 
their necks, hitching a mule to the same, and 
dragging them singly to a lake near by, where 
they were bidden from view. The cause of these 
murders was taid to be that their victims. re- 
fused to labor in the field a longer time without 
pay. Another story is related of Pete’s having 
shot and killed two negroes while out rowing in 
a skiff early one morning. The bodies were 
tumbled into the river, and Burgett pulled care- 
lessly back to his house and partook of his morn- 
ing * evidentiy with more than ordinary 
relish. 
John Burgett, who still lives, and resides on 
his farm some miles below the scene of the late 
tragedy, is said to have refrained from entering 
into the quarrels of bis late brothers. He is a 
man of cultivation and ability, and is regarded 
as a good citizen, who will not seek to continue 
the vendetta. 

Karly yesterday morning Jesse Grider arrived 
in this city by the steamer Cheek, and as soon 
as possible crossed over to Mound City, intend- 
ing to surrender himself to the Sheriff of Crit- 
tenden County, the killing having happened 
within ite boundary. As it was evidently a clear 
dase of seli-defense, he will doubtless be ac- 
quitted upon its first hearing. 


A Whole Family Slaughtered. 
From the San Franeiaco Chronicle, May 21, 

The details of a horrible murder, committed at 
San Diegito, about 26 miles from San Diego, 
have -been received by way of the latter place. 
The discovery of the terrible butchery of the 
whole Overend family was made by a neighbor, 
and he brought word of it to San Diego. On 
passing the house of the Overends, and not see- 
ing any one about, he approached the door to 
investigate, when he found a man lying near by 
with his head beaten in. Near the stove was the 
man’s wife, whose head had been split open, ap- 
parently with an ax. Lying in the cradle was 
an infant girl, only a few months old, who had 
also received a fatal blow with an ax. Under 
the bed, where he probably crawled to hide, was 
a 39-year-old boy, whose head had been split open 
while in a sitting posture. 
a girl of 5 were found on the bed, each one’s 
head having been rent in twain with the same 
fatal instrament. The murder was probably 
dove on Friday or Saturday, as the blood was 
still a bright red and fresh in appearance. 
ohn Overend was 55 years of age, and a 
a native of Ireland. One year ago he was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Mary Horsefeldt. aged 80 years. 
The childreg above mentioned were Mrs. Horse- 
feldt's by a former husband. Overend sold some 
wool to W. W. Stewart, of San Diego, on May 2, 
and he was last seen there on that day. Before 
leaving the city, however, he purchased à bill of 
goods of Gordon & Hastard. He was a quiet 
man and highly respected. It has been ascer- 
tained that the murdered man left San Francisco 
about eighteen months ago for San Diego, tak- 
ing with him some $8,000 or $10,000 to engage 
in the wool business. This money was obtained 


by the sale of some farm ne goed in Iowa aud 
isconsin, which the deceased went East to dis- 


pose of before departing southward, and two 


renches along Steamboat Slough, which forms 
one of the branches of the Sacramento River. 
Upon Father Ubach, Miguel Aguine and others 
being apprised of the murder, they set out to 
examine yo. To all appearances the 
massacre had been committed about dusk. The 
victims were all in their day clothes and the 
supper dishes were still on the table. The mur- 
deters had turned nearly everything upside 
down, but in their hurry they evidently dia not 
notice the goods purchased from Gordon & Has- 
tard, a Henry rifle, $62 in money, a certificate of 
deposit for 21,000 and a prom note for 
$100.

GOVERNMENT BY PARTIES, 


The Present P@litica!l Condition of the 
United States. 

The Rev. Dr. Leonard Bacon, of Yale Col- 
lege, contributes to Old and New for June an 
instructive paper on the present political condi- 
tion of the United States, the most important 
parte of which are as follows: 

What is the government under which we are 
living here in the United States, at the end of 
the first century» since the Declaration of In- 
dependence ? Is it really, according to Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s memorable phrase, A govern- 
ment of the people, by the people, and for the 
people’? Doubtless itisa government of the 
people; for, in some sort, the people are gov- 
erned. t by whom are they governed? 
There is little need in saying that we, being 
‘free and independent citizens of this - glorious 
Union,’ are not governed bya King, nor by a 
hereditary nobility, nor by a consecrated priest- 
hood, nor by an army. Does it follow that, 
therefore, this is a Government of the people 
by the people? Not infallibly; for if we, instead 
of resting in the theory, look fairly at the facts, 
we see that the actual Government, both in the 
several States and in the United States, is gov- 
ernment by parties. Our theory has been that 
government here is by the people; but the facts 
as they now are put the beautiful theory to 
shame. 0 

But accepting those facts and acknowledging 
that government by political parties is not gov- 
ernment by the people, may not such a govern- 
ment be, nevertheless, a government for the 
people? I apprehend that ‘we, the people 
of the Unwed States,’ have a deeper and more 
urgent interest in the question whether the 
actual Government, in this year of Independence 
the ninety-ninth is truly and honestly government 
for the people, than we can have in the specula- 
tive question whether there might be at the head 
of affairs, in a State or ina nation, some political 
party honest and patriotic enough, and at the 
same time wise enough, to govern for the people, 
instead of governing for itself. 

THE BEGINNING AND GROWTH OF THE REPUBLICAN 


PARTY. 

Let us deal not with possibilities, but with 
facts. A party is called into existence by some 
great public exigency, some uprising of the peo- 
ple to reform abuses that have become, in their 
estimation, no longer tolerable. That I may make 
my meaning clear, I will refer to the origin and 
history of the party which now governs tne 
United States.” The writer then shows that the 
Republican party had a work to accomplish in 
the abolition of slavery and in the adoption of 
constitutional provisions against its re-establish- 
ment, He continues thus: 

„What does it exist for now? What is it 
doing, or expecting to do? It wm governing, we 
know, and is expecting still to govern. But how 
does it govern ? and to what end? It keeps the 
Democratic party ~under, and distributes all 
offices among its own retainers. What else is it 
doing which the other party might not do as 
well? Certain great questions are impending 
over the country, some nearer, some more dis- 
tant. Does the Republican party, does the 
Democratic, as a national party, propose to 
meet and solve these questions? Dares either 
party commit itself im regard to any one of 
them ? 

THE FINANCIAL QUESTION, AND now IT IS MET. 

Most imminent of all these questions, and 
mcst mome tous in every relation, is the ques- 
tion of the irredeemable promises, which, in the 
stress of our great agony for national existence, 
were forced into circulation as a substitute for 
money. . On this question, momentous 
as it is, and urgent as it is, the Republican party 
to-day (to say nothing of the Democratic) is as 
imbecile and helpless as the Whig party was on 
the question of slavery in the days of poor 
Pierce’; when Douglas, believing that not God, 
but Satan, rules this. world, brought into the 
Senate his bid for the Presidency. If then the 
party dares not grappie with what every intelli- 
gent man knows to be the most important 
question of the time, if the Republican members 
of Congress dare not even hold a caucus on that 

uestion, for what does the party exist, now 

at its work of reconstruction is ended? What 
is the use of it ? 
SOME OF rug THINGS FOR WHICH THE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY TO-DAY Exts rs. 

“We all know what is the use of it. The 
United States, we are told, must be governed by 
one party or another, and the Republican party 
is better than the Democratic. We must vote 
just as the Convention of the party now in pow- 
er may direct, or Buchanan and Floyd, and the 
rest of them, will come back; and we shall be 
where we were before Lincoln's election. Just 
this is what the party is good tor. It exists to 
govern; for the people must be gov- 
erned by a party. But how, and with 
what aim, does it manage the Government? 
Docs it govern for the people or for itself? My 
observation teaches me that politicians are not 
statesmen; that the more expert a man has 
become in the trade which we call politics, the 
less capable is he of statesman-like views and 
motives; and that whatever party has outlived 
the question and the exigency which called it. 
into being is in danger of regarding itself not 
simply as a means to an end, but rather as ex- 
isting for itself. I will not venture to say that 
this Republican party has passed into that stage 
of existence—the stage of decadence and cor- 
ruption; but what is it doing, what does it 
propose to do, with questions, now immi- 
nent and urgent, which demand the wisdom 


of patriotic statesmanship, and will become 
more difficult and more perilous the longer they 


are put off by the evasions and blunders of po- 
litical partisanship! I can see what the party 
is doing, or trying to do, for itself; but what is 
it doing for anything beyond itself? It existsto 
manage elections and control appointments; to 
take care that men faithful ‘to the party are 
chosen into the National Senate and House of 
Representatives; to determine who shall be the 
next President, and who shall be heads of de- 
partments, and who shall be Foreign Ministers 
and Consuls; to run the machinery of the con- 
ventions that determine whom the people shall 
be allowed te vote for. It exists to win the vic- 
tory, and to divide the spoils. Some of its old 
friends are beginning to inquire whether it exists 
for anything eise 

THE LITTLE GOD THAT ‘*RUNS” THE MACHINE, 

The machivery is marvelous by which a great 
political party operates ; or perhaps I should say, 
is operated. Seen from ‘without, it seems to 
move by the mere spontaneity of the masses, 
who are supoosed to be — in one sense are) 
the party; but, when we look more carefully, we 
begin to see that the revolving of the outside 
wheels is not the moving power, but is the effect 
of a power outof sight. There are wheels be- 
hind wheels, and wheels within wheels; and af- 
ter careful study you may find, behind the great 
buzzing wheel of a State Convention, and the 
lees resounding wheels of a District or 
County Conventions, and the little 
wheels of pers meetings for the ap- 
pointment of delegates, a modest and silent 
power which does not make itself conspicuous, 
but nevertheless originates the movement and 
determines its direction. You may think that 
the controlling power, the primum mobile of 
the whole system, is the self-denying State Com- 
mittee; but probably itis a less conspicuous 
and less responsible clique, a few gentlemen 
more or less worthy to be so called, who, without 
any visible organization, and without records or 
accounts, are quite inside of politics,” and man- 
age everything—a ‘junto,’ a ‘regency,’ or & 
ring, who know how to ‘ fix things,’ and are 
rare Ae what can or cannot be done, 
who, having agreed among themselves, set 
the machinery at work and — out the prede- 
termined result. Such is party government—a 
government not by the people, nor for the 
people. 

THE WAY THE MACHINERY IS GREASED. 

A machine so great and complicated re-

„In the time of John Winthrop and John 
Haynes, and for a good whiile afterWards, the 
voting people of New England freely 
their own Governors, Perhaps there are some 
who think that the choice of a Governor, even 
now, is a free expression of the popular 
What simplicity! Do they not know that the 


‘first step towards making a mau Governor is to 


get him nominated by the State Convention of 
the party which rules the State? In one State 
the two parties may be so nearly equal that 
neither of them dares to nominate a man 
obnoxious to any r- portion of 
the people; and to that extent there is 
a check upon the power of party man- 
agers. In another State, one party may have 
been long predominant by triumphant majori- 


| ties, so that whomsoever it may nominate 
through its State Convention he will be Gover- 


nor. The conflict there is not between the two 
parties, which of the two candidates shall be 
elected; it is within the ruling party, which of 
several competitors shall be nominated. Elec- 
tioneering there precedes nomiuation. and ter- 
minates in it; ard if an ambitious man has re- 
solved to make himself Governor in order to his 
making himself President, he knows how to do 
it. He knows that if, by any combination of 
cunning and audacity, he can get possession of 
the party machinery; if b e patronage of 
custom-houses and post-offices, and by skill in 
arranging and controlling the primary meetings, 
he can pack the Convention with his men, the 
prize is his. In other words, he knows that 
where he has his citizenship there is not really 
‘a government of the people, by the people, for 
the people,’ but, instead of it, a government of 
the people by a party, for a party. 
THE CONSTITUTIONAL REMEDY. 

“Tt has been said of the Government of 
Russia, that itis ‘a depotism tempered by as- 
sassination.’ Every absolute despotism, whether 


by a monarch or by an aristocracy, has its limit, 


and must beware of the line beyond which it 
will encounter insurreciion and the destruction 
of its power. So it is with that system of gov- 
ernment by parties, which, in this country, has 
so extensively usurped the place of government 
by the people. Happily for us, the people, when- 
ever they may resolve to put down the usurpa- 
tion, an put it down without an insurrection in

THE CZAR IN ENGLAND. 


His Visit tothe Crystal Palace. 
From the Liverpool Poat, May 18. 

On Saturday afternoon the Czar paid a-visit to 

the Crystal Palace, where an enormous concourse 
of people, estimated to number over 40,000, as- 
sembled in his honor. The Palace was thor- 
oughly redecorated and ornamented for the oc- 
easion. The central transept, iu addition to its 
ordinary attractions, was festooned with roses 
and other flowers, and the galleries draped with 
flags, among which of course the striking colors 
of the Russian standard were conspicuous, The 
stage facing the Handel orchestra and 
great organ was laid out with exceptional 
taste and luxury, and here, as elsewhere, down 
to the minutest details of decoration the one ob- 
ject aimed at seemed to be to impress the august 
visitor with the depth and genuiness of his wel- 
come. The Russian eagle, with his well-known 
dual beads, looking one into Europe and the 
other into Asia, was prominent, over yellow 
banners and wreaths of flowers, here bright and 
gold and silver, there in crimson, and elsewhere, 
as in front of the Czar’s seat, deftly brought out 
by an artist's hand in flowers. Of the floral de- 
vices it is not too much to say they were never 
equaled before at the Palace for the intelligence 
and the art apparent in every design. 
- Directly in front of the Imperial salon was the 
orchestra. Here was stationed the choir, 2,500 
voices, and also here were the erack bands be- 
longing to every branch of both services, naval 
and military, numbering in themselves a goodly 
regiment of 600. The well-known and greatly 
admired fountain in front of the orchestra added 
considerably at times to the effect, and by the 
time the Czar and party were signalled by the 
guns in the Palace grounds, the fountain had 
rendered good service in cooling the air. 

According to the programme, His Majesty was 
to arrive at the Palace at 6 o'clock ; but long be- 
fore that hour—-between 2 and 3 o’clock—the 
vast audience was to a great extent seated. I- 
though the ratber high charges for admission 
had not any apparent effect in keeping people 


out of che Palace, yet they had the effect of mak- | 


ing the attendance, to a great extent, select ; 
half at least were ladies, and, the weather being 
sunny and genial, they appeared to great advan- 
tage in their summer toilets, and added to the 
great assembly a wealth of color, which com- 
pleted the tout evsemble. 

The cohcert began punctually at half-past 4, 
and at that time every seat was filled, with the 
exception of about two dozen directly in front 
of the Imperial seat, which, strange to say, were 
left untenanted throughout the afternoon. Like 
everything else, the music was Muscovite to the 
last bar, and the audience quickly recognized 
and applauded a Russian march which was given 
with fine effect by the combined bands. In the 
interest of the singers, or, perhaps, it was to 
keep everything on the floor of the building in 
apple-pie order, the disagreeable practice of 
moving about the corridors and gangways was 
prohibited, and the result was. that the tens of 
thousands sat and heard to perfection the 
charmivg solos of Mr. Edward Lloyd, Mr. Sant- 
ley, Madame Patey, and Mile. Titiens. 

At the close of the first part of the programme 
the advent of the distinguished visitors was 
anxiously looked for, and precisely at 6 o’clock 
the Czar, with the Princess of Wales leaning on 
his arm, entered the Palace at the Alexandia 
gate. His Majesty was iu plain evening dress. 
The Princess wore a blue satin ss trimmed 
with lace, and a blue bonnet. Following came 
the Grand Duke Alexis, and with him his 
sister, the Duchess of Edinburgh; next fol- 
lowed, also in evening dress, walking abreast, 
the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
and Prince Arthur, and after these in the 
order given, Prince and Princess Christian, Prin- 


cess Louise, Princess Beatrice, the Duke of Cam- 


bridge, the Duke of Teck, Prince Edward of 
Saxe-Weimar, the Hon. Mrs. Stonor (lady-in- 
waiting to the Princess of Wales), Lady Frances 
Baillie (lady-in-waiting to the Duches of Edin- 
burgh), etc. 

Soon after entering the Alexandra gate the 
Czar eo out upon the crimson carpet which 
led him and his party through the great crowd, 
who, as be passed along, gave him a most 
respectful welcome. A faint cheer broke 
out here and there at intervals as the 
procession 3 ; but it was not until 
the Czar led the fair Princess to the 
front in the salon that the cheers of the 
people became enthusiastic. His Majesty bowed 
again and again in acknowledgment of his wel- 
come. There had been provided for him a 
splendid chair of State, with one on each side 
for the Princess of Wales and the Duchess of 
Edinburgh ; but the Emperor took his seat on a 
much less imposing seat. The under the 
Imperial canopy was divided into a central stall 
— two wings. The Czar, the Princess, and the 
Duchess occupied the central position; while 
the Grand Duke Alexis sat on the right of the 
Princess of Wales, aud the Prince of Wales 
on the left of the Duchess of Edinburgh, 
Above all was the grand . pealing forth and 
competing with the guns firing salutes out of 
doors. The bands played a Russian march while 
the procession was on its way, and then follow- 
ed the Russian Hymn by thechboir, united bands, 
and organ, the effect N grand. At the 
close the audieuce gave a hearty cheer, and His 
Majesty bowed iow in return. The concert 
closed alsput an hour after the Czar arrived, and 
when God Save the Queen” was played by the 
whole united vocal and instrumental power, the 
Emperor was one of the first to rise to his feet. 
Before leaving the stall the Czar again came for- 
ward and bowed to the audience. 

Elegantly bound prodrammes were supplied to 
the distinguished party, and the second part of 
the programme was proceeded with. By and by, 
however, the Czar set the on one 
side in favor of an opera-giass, and fixed his eyes 
for some minutes on the imposing‘ array in 
orchestra.
